Institutional growth, recent resignations and retirement 
of key personnel have resulted in reorganization of in¬ 
structional programs, said TJC President Dr. Raymond 
M. Hawkins last week. 

“The purpose of such a reorganization is to provide 
the most effective leadership and span of management 
responsibilities,” Hawkins said. 

School of Arts and Sciences divisions will now include: 
humanities, physical education and recreation, science and 

mathematics and social science. 

School of Technology divisions are: business and 
management, health science, information science and in¬ 
dustrial technology. 

Fine arts and communications have been merged to 
become a humanities division to be directed by Mary 
Waldrop. 

Recreation leadership has been moved from Technology 
to Arts and Sciences to be part of the physical education 
and recreation division headed by Dr. Bdly Jack Doggett. 

Ray Bagwell remains director of social sciences divi¬ 
sion. This division is unchanged except for the addition 
of Bible courses which were formerly not in any instruc¬ 


tional division. 

Mathematics and science divisions have been merged 
into a single science and mathematics division. 

The business division has been moved to Technology 
to join management in a new business-management 
division. 

It includes: mid-management, banking and postal 
management, business administration and accounting, 
public safety technology, fashion merchandising and real 
estate management. 

Secretarial science, renamed office occupations earlier 
this semester, has moved to Technology to join computer 
science in a new information science division! 

Directors of these three divisions have not yet been 
named. 

• • 

Charles Sowders will direct the industrial technology 
division which includes: air conditioning and refrigera¬ 
tion, drafting and engineering drawing, electronics, farm 
and ranch management, graphic conununications, or¬ 
namental horticulture, petroleum technology and survey¬ 
ing and welding. 

Viola Benevides remains director of the health science 
division which is unchanged in the new structure. 


Reorganization resulted in reassignments, new appoint¬ 
ments and a few vacancies. 

Reassigned as program coordinators are: John Burket, 
geology, physics and astronomy; Marvin Davis, 
mathematics and engineering; Robert Glover, history and 
geography; J.W. Johnson, music and dance and Adelia 
Miller, vocational nursing. 

Other program coordinators are: John Saleh, business 
administration and accounting, George Weisheit, public 
safety technology and Joe Staples, office occupations and 
Linda Zeigler, journalism/director of student publications 
(title changes). 

Newly-appointed coordinators are: Rebecca Bibby, 
home economics; John Hays, foreign language; Monty 
Newman, drafting and engineering drawing and Larry 
Pilgrim, agriculture. 

Coordinators, are yet to be named in behavioral science, 
biology, econoniics, English and philosophy, government, 
speech and theater aiid mid-management, banking and 
postal management. 

All changes go into effect at the begining of the 1984-85 
college year, Hawkins said in a recent memo to the 
faculty. 


Senate revises bylaws 



The Student Senate approved 
changes in the constitution and 
by-laws at the year’s last meeting. 

The oath of office, previously 
given at the beginning of the fall 
semester, will now be ad¬ 
ministered at the annual banquet. 
This gives officers power to act 
during the summer months if it 
becomes necessary. Senate Presi¬ 
dent Tim Worley said. 

Two sections on membership 
were deleted from the by-laws. 
Sections B and D stated one 


member of Texas Eastern School 
of Nursing and one representative 
from each vocational program, 
with membership should be pre¬ 
sent at meetings. 

These are unnecessary, said 
Worley, since Section C covers 
membership for any organization 
recognized as “on campus.” 

The by-laws were also amend¬ 
ed for voting. Previously, only 
students taking 12 or more 
semester hours could vote in cam¬ 
pus elections. The change allows 


voting by any student with pro¬ 
per identification. 

The changes will be made and 
printed for next semester, said 
Worley A board will be posted 
next semester, said Student Ac¬ 
tivities Coordinator Emma Lou 
Prater, so each organization will 
be able to tell where it stands on 
the point system.

Older, younger students 
find harmony in college

- For years parents have pushed their children to 
get a college education. Now the tables have turn¬ 
ed; today more college students than ever before 
are parents or grandparents. Students between ages 
21 and 81 are returning for many reasons. Their 
reasons range from personal satisfaction to better 
job opportunities. 

Approximately 677 of these older returning 
students attend TJC. Eighty-five percent of them at¬ 
tend at night. 

The eldest male student is 81 years old, but the 
average age of men attending TJC is 25 years old. 
The oldest female is 77; the average age of women 
at TJC is 27. 

“Twenty-six years of age is the overall student 
body average age, because of the increase of 
students 23 years and over and a decrease of 18 
and 19 year olds straight from high school,’’explain¬ 
ed Institutional Research Director Robert Cullins. 

An informal survey of 18 students shows that an 
overwhelming majority of younger students do not 
find their older classmates intimidating or 
aggravating. 

“There is a mutual learning process achieved 
from both sides of the generations,’’ Education Ma¬ 
jor Bill Necessary said. 

‘ ‘It depends upon what class it is, day or night. 
Technology Major Kenny Terry. His night class 
includes pr^ominantly working adults such as 
lawyers and business people. 

Another student said some older students expect 
too much of others. When they ask questions about 
something in class, she simply and nicely tells them 
she didn’t understand the work herself. Irritation 
comes when the older classmate continues the ques¬ 
tions, “Why didn’t you understand?’’ and “You 
should know, you’re younger than I am!“ 

In classes returning students do not have an ad¬ 
vantage over younger students, but they do have 


more experience about life in general, making them 
appear ’wiser,’ the survey indicates. 

“Now people are begining to respect and listen 
to the older generation more than in the late 50s 
because of their experience,’’ Sophomore Kay 
Peebles said. 

Both Bonnie Bias and Cynthia Simones agree that 
younger students do not intimidate or agravate their 
elders. They are pleased with the younger genera¬ 
tion’s dedication, consideration, friendliness^ 
respect and discipline. 

Older students believe their ‘ ‘traditional college 
age classmates have an advantage because the just- 
out-oif-high school generation has been in school 
steadily for 13 years. They are more prepared than 
those who have been out for 20-30 years. 

“I think the more mature students have a harder 
time adjusting, but their adjustment is based on what 
type of environment the come from—business (who 
would have no problem adjusting) or the housewife 
who would,’’ Sophomore Jeff Smith said. 

“I haven’t noticed the relationship between the 
two in conflict because they work harmoniously to 
learn from each other,’’ said Speech Instructor 
M’Liss Hindman. She enjoys having a mix of older 
and younger students because they contribute to 
class. 

“I am not sure of the contributing factor that 
makes relationships work. Younger students have 
a sense of awareness that the older are here because 
they want to be and they want to learn, which may 
be a novelty in itself for students coming out of high 
school,’’ she added. 

Students think their instructors treat them all 
equal, regardless of age. Younger students said if 
they had to return to school at the age the older 
students are, they would definitely come back. 

Responsibilities are barriers to their education for 
most of the older students because of work and fami¬ 
ly . They are trying to stay in school even if it means 
attending at night.

Texas Distributors updated the 
old thermostat to be set on an 
automatic temperature control 
system. 

‘ ‘We have tried to get the old 
thermostat to work correctly for 
the last two or three years. It took 
only two days for the thermostat 
to work right after we updated it 
to be automatic,” Physical Plant 
Director Bill Parker said. 

The main purpose of installing 
the new device was to make Pot¬ 
ter Hall more comfortable fo the 
students who attend classes there, 
Perker said. 

The new automatic system will 
save electricity, Parker said, on¬ 
ly if the thermostat is left alone. 

The new system that was add¬ 
ed to update the thermostat cost 
around $2,000 and is not ex¬ 
pected to save a great deal of 


money. . 

“Money was no the concern,” 
emphasized Parker, but that 
everyone throughout the building 
is comfortable. 

Some building on campus still 
do not have an automatic control 

I 

system on the thermostat. 

Neither Jenkins Hall or 
Wagstaff Gym have the non- 
manual control. The idea of in¬ 
stalling the system in these 
buildings has been discussed, 
Parker said. 


This rather inexpensive device 
is programmed to go from heat to 
cool in the summer and from cold 
to heat in the winter. 

Parker advises students to keep 
the windows closed and, when 
moving the thermostat, to change 
it only 2 or 3 degrees. This will 
conserve energy. 

“I have been pleased to see 
that the windows have been kept 
closed the majority of the time,” 
Parker said.

exam study tips 

Tensions increase and fingernails become shorter as the time nears 
for final examinations. 

Counselor Betty Plyler suggests a plan to help students prepare for 
exams without nailbiting. 

Plyler says the best preparation for examinations is daily study. “If 
you wait until the last two days, you really don’t have much of a 
chance,’’ she said. 

“You need to be prepared.’’ Review material that is covered in 
the course and plan an exam study schedule, she suggests. 

Ask the instructor what kind of exams he or she gives and study 
before the test, but not all night, Plyler advises. 

“Get plenty of rest; you cannot do well if you are exhausted,’’ she 
said. 

Group studying in small groups is profitable and a good opportuni¬ 
ty to predict what type of questions the instructor will give. Group 
studying should be a serious attempt. 

“Compare what other people think is important material and what 
you think is important,’’ Plyler suggests. “As someone answers a 
question, use some of his/her ideas to make your answers more 
complete.’’ 

Some other tips are: * 

•'Review highlighted and important ideas in you textbook. 

• If you have not organized your notes, organize them. 

• Review all past tests you have kept. If there is some area of study 
that you have not mastered, concentrate your efforts on that material. 

•'Finish all semester assignments such as research papers and lab 
assignments, so that your time will be more relaxed.

“We hope to have an addendum 
to the schedule by June 4.’’ 

Copies of the schedule for fall courses are still available in the Ad¬ 
missions/Registrar’s Office, said Lewis.
